People’s Opposition Grows 


(By Wireless to Inter-Continent News) 

Moscow. Feb. 27. — Sharply 
criticizing the pro-fascist activity 
of the Sosnokski camp, the Soviet 
commentator V. Belov remarks in 
an article in Trud that the Polish 
reactionaries are trying to terrorize 
all those who oppose their policies. 

“It would be incorrect,” says 
Belov, “to assume that all the 
Polish emigres in Britain and the 
United States are reactionaries. 

“What is a fact is that the Polish 
reactionaries are literally crawling 
out of their skins in order to cre- 
ate the impression in Britain and 
the United States that there is 
harmony of opinion among all the 
Polish emigres—and to convince the 
naive that their policy is in keep- 
ing with the interest not only of 
all emigres but the entire Polish 
people. 

“With this aim in view they are 
trying to stifle all the sober voices 


of protest or warning, to dane 
those who dare to oppose their 
harmful, anti-popular policy. How- 
ever, despite these methods of in- 
timidation the sober voices of dem- 
ocratic groups in the Polish emigre 
circles are beginning to be heard 
ever louder, and as the defeat of 
Hitlerite Germany and the victory 
of the democratic coalition draws 
closer, these sober voices will in- 
crease and ring out more emphati- 
cally. 

“Tt is clear that there can be no 
question of unity even among 
Polish ruling circles composed of 
different groups which are fighting 
among themselves, and all declara- 
tions about this unity merely serve 
to cover up the internal squabbles.

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Churchill on Italy 


NSTON CHURCHILL’S remarks on 
Italy in last week’s report on the war 
have provoked a bitter exchange between 
Marshal Badoglio and Count Carlo Sforza, 
which brings to the fore the problems of 


Italian politics. Churchill had defended Al- 
lied policy and insisted that only “if and 
when” Rome is captured will that policy be 
open to review. Badoglio immediately drew 


the conclusion that the monarchy and its 


henchmen now have a perspective of remain- 
ing in power indefinitely. But in so doing 
Marshal Badoglio gave the game away. For 
he revealed how absolutely dependent is his 
government on Allied, and particularly Brit- 
ish, support, and therefore how far from 
expressing the real will and interests of the 
Italian people. For if Churchill had not 
spoken as he did, Badoglio would never have 
had the nerve to suggest that even after 
Rome is liberated does the miserable king 


— intend to hang on to his tawdry crown. 


The fact is that Churchill’s passage on 
Italy was absolutely indefensible both from 
the viewpoint of mobilizing Italians to help 
the Allies reach Rome quickly and from the 
equally decisive viewpoint of carrying out 
the Moscow conference decisions. And we 
say this without in any way belittling 
Churchill’s war leadership as a whole. If 
his arrogant attitude toward the Italians 
were merely the expression of his well- 
known personal convictions, that would not 
be surprising or material. But as a state- 
ment of policy, in which he spoke for our 
own government as well, the speech was un- 
acceptable. 

Churchill dismisses the 20-year struggle 
of Italy’s best sons in a most contemptuous 
fashion; he insults the Committee of Na- 


tional Liberation (representing the six demo- 


cratic parties) in the metaphor of a “dish- 
rag’; he rhapsodizes Marshal Badoglio’s 
contributions to the war effort and speaks 
of the king’s government as the only “legiti- 
mate authority” with whom the Allies can 
deal. On all counts, Churchill has no case 
and only harms the process of helping Italy 
to throw off the vestiges of fascism and 
takes its place in the ranks of the demo- 
cratic world. 


The fact is, if we may say so without 
rattling the bones in the closets of history, 
that the people of Italy and its leaders were 
valiantly battling to undermine Mussolini 
when that gangster was considered a some- 
what messianic gentleman in the drawing- 
rooms of London. It was the upheaval of 
the masses in the north of Italy which con- 
tributed to Mussolini’s eclipse at least as 
much as the Allied armies in the Mediter- 
ranean, not to mention the role of the Red 
Army’s victories. 

Marshal Badoglio’s contribution cannot be 
measured by the hundred Italian ships in 
the Mediterranean. A democratic govern- 
ment would have commanded that many 
ships or more. What Badoglio cannot do 
is to inspire a mobilization of Italians for 
liberation, such as Churchill 
praises when he is compelled to acknowledge 
it mn Yugoslavia; only the Committee of 
Liberation can do that. In fact, whereas 
Naples was liberated five days before our 
armies arrived by the action of the heroic 


a Neapolitans themselves, the Italian army 
under Badoglio has disintegrated. So Gen. 
Eisenhower admitted late in December. 


Last July, the British Prime Minister de- 


elared that Badoglio’s future would be 


od by whether he delivered Italy “whole- 
to the Allies. That is precisely what 
the king’s marshal did not do, and it is 
precisely what the popular forces alone could 
ive done. Have we lost all sense of propor- 
pn to thank Badoglio for his failures? Have 
jost all sense of humor to accept thanks 
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from Badoglio for praise which he does not 
deserve? 

As for the “legitimacy” of the royal gov- 
ernment, it is outrageous to consider a king 
who legalized Mussolini’s seizure of power, 
who ratified war against Ethiopia, Greece, 
Spain, France, Great Britain, the U.S.S.R. 
and the United States the only legitimate 
authority in Italy. The fact is that the only 
function of this wizened remnant of royal 
furniture was to effect Italy’s surrender. 
Having done that, his existence has become 
completely illegitimate from the viewpoint 
of helping Italians to liberate themselves, 
to crush fascism and regain democracy. 

Such was the decision of the Moscow con- 
ference: to speed war against Germany, to 
crush and eradicate fascism in Italy, to re- 
store democratic government. On all scores, 
the king and his marshal are cluttering up 
the road, if they have not actually become 
obstacles to the clearing of the road. 


The road leads to Rome, The Prime Min- 
ister would help American and British sol- 
diers get there faster if he applied in Italy 
the maxim he was compelled to recognize 
for Yugoslavia, namely, to work with those 
who kept their faith with us, and who are 
ready and able to help us fight. 


Discomfort in AFL 


Err day brings more evidence that 

there is a feeling of discomfort in Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor circles because the 
AFL’s executive council decided not to send 
delegates to the London World Congress of 
Labor June 5. 


We have already noted President Daniel 
Tobin’s appeal in the last issue of the Team- 
ster for a reconsideration of AFL attitude 
toward Soviet trade unions. It was objec- 
tion to Soviet labor’s participation in the 
congress that decided the AFL's position. 

Now comes expression from another of 
the AFL’s great international unions, the 
Hotel and Restaurant Employes. An editorial 
in this union’s journal expresses regret that 
delegates will not represent the AFL and 
notes that the CIO will be represented at 
London. A few days later, Hugo Ernst, in- 
ternational secretary-treasurer of the Hotel 
and Restaurant Employes, at a New York 
meeting, was even more clear-cut in voicing 
this regret. Mr. Ernst saw no reason why 
the AFL should fear to risk contact with 
labor representatives of 37 countries in an 
exchange of views regarding steps for vic- 
tory and post-war order. 

From still a third international, the 
Brotherhood of Painters, comes most dra- 
matic evidence in response to a resolution in 
favor of participation that was sent to every 
local from New York’s District Council 9. 


The result amazed even the optimists. Hun- 


dreds of locals hundreds of towns 
voted, all in favor. e replies received by 
the District Council cover well above 60 per 
cent of the Brotherhood’s membership in 
the United States and Canada. Anyone fa- 
miliar with the technique of sampling senti- 
ment will agree that the painters indicate 
what may be expected in any AFL union, 
if given a fair test. 

Nor is the issue confined to labor unions. 
A number of newspapers, the latest the 
Capital Times, of Madison, Wisconsin which 
is neither anti-AFL nor particularly parti- 
san to the Soviet Union, have editorially 
expressed indignation at the AFL 
council’s brazen challenge to the spirit of 
the Tehran conf . These papers recog- 
nize the real ing of a refusal to sit in 
a conferen 
e the Soviet Union what it is. 

There is still one more meeting of AFL 
executive council on May 1 at Philadelphia, 
before the London parley. There is still an

the SOS from Adolph Hitler. 

Criticizing also articles by the no- 
toirous pro-Nazi Hearst corre- 
spondent, Karl von Wiegand, the 
Soviet writer declares that “while 
the finest sons of Britain, the 
United States and the USSR are 
shedding their blood” to defeat Hit- 
ler, Hearst's henchmen are “spilling 
their poisoned ink to undermine the 
anti-fascist cause and preserve Hit- 
ler’s gangster den in Europe.” 


VOICE OF BERLIN 


“In a certain newspaper this 

February, we found an article by a 
certain Karl von Wiegand warning 
that the Soviet Union intends to 
swallow up the Balkan countries, 
Poland, France, Spain, Germany 
and northern Italy,” ZaSlavsky be- 
gins. 
“Another sheet in January calls 
Russia the ‘inciter of the present 
world war’ and appeals to the 
United States and Britain to break 
off relations with the Soviet Union 
and prepare a new world war 
against the Soviet people. 

“There would be nothing aston- 
ishing about this if the first paper 
were published in Berlin and were 
called the ‘Volkischer Beobachter’ 
and the second were called ‘Das 
Schwarze Korps.’ 

“But, the former is called the 
Journal-American and the second 
the Daily Mirror, both published 
in New York, while Karl von Wei- 
gand is one of the prostitute jour- 
nalists in the service of William 
Randolph Hearst. 

“Hearst has long become not 
merely tha name but the synonym 
for disgrace, Time and again, United 
States Senate commissions inves- 
tigated the activities of Hearst 
which have bordered on crime and 
treason. 

“During the first World War 
there was a charge against Hearst 
of receiving huge sums from Ger- 
many for enemy, anti-American 
propaganda. 

“In 1916, the Hearst newspaper 
and 
France were deprived of the use of 
the telegraph because they were 
suspected of contact with the Ger- 
mans. 

“It stands to reason that Hearst 
is the bulwark of the blackest reac- 
tion in the United States, and when 
the fascist gangsters came to power 
in Germany, Hearst was irresistibly 
drawn to Germany. 


HITLER’S HONOR GUEST 


He was Hitler's guest of honor at 
the Nuremberg Congress in 1934. 
There, he made personal and very 
close acquaintance with all the ring 
leaders of the Hitlerite gang.
